The Peking People's D'aily of Januarv 5, in a leading 
ar ticle. on the Asian-African Conference, to be held at the 
end of April in Indoncsia x said : 

. " It should be pointed out in particular that the Sovict 
union is a country situated in both Europe and Asia. 
The So viet Union has made unfl aggi hg efforts in alf 
directions to promote peace in the Asian-African region 
and to support the national right* and eebnomie develop- 
ment of the ovcrwhelming maj&rity of people.” 

In other words, Sino-Soviet friendship is håmessed to the 
Communist policy of intervention in the affain of free: 
nations to promote world revolution. 



II COMMUNISM OPERATION 

The C alt of Secority r: ' . - ’ • 

On December 31, 1954, Peking pu blished three sets of 
regu la tions which, by standardising mueh tHat has already 
beén in’practicc in the* large citiés of China, carry Govern- 
ment and police control to the heart of civil life. They 
govern the setting up of “'Residents’ Committe« (urban 
mass organisations), of ^Street Offices^ ^ban govern- 
ments) and of Public Security Statiom ” f (policé). M 
The Residents*; femmi i^ecs*,’ comprismg 1 00-606 House- 
holders living' in, the same pdghbo'^hood/ arc s being 
fbundéd to “ mobihse residents to fespond to (jovernment 
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.appeals and obey the law.” They abo have other dutics, 
ranging from welfare work to mass security and in formi ng. 
The Street Offices, to bc set up in city arcas with a 
minimum . population of 50,000, arc branches of local 
govemments with the task of “ guiding the work of 
Residents* Committees ** and carrying out superior orders 
“ on matters conccming the residents.” As the People's 
Daily (January 2) explained, the institution of Street Offices 
is designed to relieve the police of certain duties in civil 
.administration and so leave them frec for their proper 
work. “Now they will not only be able to devote their 
fuli strength to combating secrct agents, hiffians, bandits 
and other saboteurs . . they will abo be in a position to 
carry out sys tema tic social investigations and impart more 
initia ti ve and planning to urban security work.” In view 
of the elements who “continue to resist reform and frequently 
collude with enemy agents in the cities to step up their 
sabotage ” the paper went on to say that such work was 
absolutely vital. The new establishment of Public Security 
Starions, to strengthen the work of the existing Public 
Security Bureaux, should be helpful here. Among the 
funetions which the new regularions prescribe for them are 
the rcstriction. of counter-revolutionaries, the guidance of 
security dcfence committees, and the conducting of 
“ publicity work regarding the elevation of rcvolurionary 
vigilance.” 

A fourth set of regularions, those goveming arrest and 
imprisonment, promulgated on December 20, 1954, cast 
a strange light on the inviolable freedom of the person ” 
which the Chinese Consritution guarantces. The Regula- 
tions leave certain points, obscure, but clcarly State the 
following. Public security organisations may make emer- 
£ency arrests either if circumstances call for an investiga- 
tion ” or in certain listed situations, e,g, (a) “ if the criminal 
is jn the a_ct of preparing a crimé ” ; ( b ) “ if the crimihål 
is planning to escape”; and {c) ” if the criminal’s identity 
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is not clear or his residence is not t defini^e. , ’ Thosc årrcstcd 
must he interrogatcd withiri 24. hours, but nothing 'is 'såid 
about, producing jthem before a court of Uw. ' ' 1 1

Straightenlng out the 'Mind 

The National Committee members bf the Chinese 
Peoples Polidcal , (konsultative Conferéncc , (C.P.P.C.C.) 
who met from December 21-25 were probably awarc 
that tbeir main future tasks in China include “strcngdiening 
the unity among alL nadonalities, deraocratic strata, parties 
and groups,. People’s organisations and Overseas Chinese ” 
{PeopU's Daily, December 22), and : thåt “ the task o f ; thi s 
united front is to unite the peoplé of the whole nation under 
the Ieadership of the Chinese Communist Party {KwangTTung 
Daily , December 21). And sinc.c Communists consider 
“ unity in thought ” fundamental to alh.othei; unities, 
they must also have expected pronouncements on ideological 
reform. But, in. the event, authority demanded not mere 
unity but' unanimity.,* The central speech was made by 
Kuo Mo-jo, representing writers and artists on December 
24. It deserves study im full, but some oPits flavour can 
be conveyed in quotation : - 

“The central assignment of our People’s democranc united front is 
to unite among oursetves and to unite the masses. The vrider and more 
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successful tilis uniiy, ihc more comolidaied and excellmt it will be. 
However, the best method for the expansion and consolidation of our 
uni ty is to ’strengthen to the utmoat the unanimity in our thinldng . . . 

“ In hia opening spccch at the second »esjion of the ftrst National 
Committee of the t C.P.P.C.C. on June 23, J950, Chairman Mao »id: 
■ The method of criticiam and self-criticism is an excellent method for 
providing us with impetus for clearing to truth and rectifying error; 
and the only corrcct method for the end re revoluuonary population of 
a PcopleYStaie.is to conduct self-educalion and scJf- reform . . The 
facts have proved that this ideolojpeal reform is a process in the study 
of the theory of Marxism-Leninism, a lonn and arduous ideological 
s truggie . . This point was dearly proved in our current s tudy and 

critidsm of The Dream of the Red Chamber* The subjeedve erroneous 
ideologies of the bourgeois elan not only have their firmest base in the 
rainds of old peoplc, but also hold enptive some pcople who think they 
are jtanding under the banner of Marxism. Such persons have dis- 
carded critidsm and have advanced and lauded these ideologi es. VVhen 
a new force sprang up, using the theory of Marxism-Leninism for con* 
ducting sharp critidsm, they attempted to suppress it. This faet has 
given me the deep con vi c ti on that it is more difficult to eradirate the 
intangible domesdc and foreign enemi es than the tangible 01 s. If the 
(an gi ble enemi es art allmved to remain in our minds, they are highly 
capablc of conducting i nner subversive actiritie*. 

“ Hu Shih,t with whom we are familiar, is a good spedmen of such 
a person. For the past 30 years, he has been selling pragmatism in 
the service of American imperialists . . . The poliiical lifc of Hu Shih 
is completcly finished, but the poison bequeathed by his ideologics is 
still deeply embedded. .Thereforc, it is neccssary for us to destroy 
thoroughiy tbe poison of the reactionan,’ ideologies of Hu Shih . . . 

" All cl asses will naturally die, so the dass nature of everyone will be 
changed. .The quicker the change and the earlier the death, the better 
it will be for the budding of our great Socialisra.” 

A 'guide to the implications of Kuo’s spcech has been 
pro vid ed by the cx-Communist poet, Czeslaw Milosz, in 
his book The Captive Mind. Here the Communists’ demand 
for intellectual servitude and their technique for imposing 
it are fully explained. The technique was worked out in 
Europe; but 41 Marxism-Leninism is universal truth,” and 
Kuo’s diréetive confirms that his Government intends to 
apply it éven more thoroughiy in China.

The Communist Parties are 
putting forward detailed programmes of their own, which 
fature a cynical support for squatters as well as thc usual 
postponement of compensation to middle-mcn, moratoria 
on poor pcasants’ debts, and thc frec distribution of con- 
fiscated land. 

Commnnists as Partners 

“ Socialism, unlikc totalitarian Communism, does not 
believc in throwing overboard all scruples, nor does it 
bebeve that the ultimate victory would wash away all thc 
deceit and disruption practiscd in the battie.’* Thesc words 
are taken from a 15-point resolution on common A&ian 
problems approved at the Asian Sodalist Conference in 
Rangoon. In a discussion inspired by this conference and 
printed in o<*.. International Information (January i, 1955), 
the Indonesian -ocialist Party (P.S.I.) Executive outline 
the circumstanccs which have made co-operation with the 
Communists in the countryside impossiblc for them. 

“ The Indonesian Communist Party,** they write, ** Con- 
trols a pcasant organisation callcd the Barisan Tam Indontsia 
(B.T.I.)— using it mainly for its own politica! purposes, at 
present particularly to further the Communist Peace Movc- 
ment ... As for the Indonesian Sodalist Party, after the 
liberation of the country it formed a common front with 
the Communist Party, the B.T.I. and the Socialist Youth 
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{Permuda Sosialis), thc so*called Lcft wing . . . The B.T.I. 
Became a fighting ground in the strugglc between Socialists 
.and Communists after the Socialists had left the united front 
with the Communists.” Finding that no constructive work 
could be done in the B.T.I., thc P.S.I. has set up its own 
peasant organisation. 

Whatever thc outeome of these Communist tactics, no 
results will be final. The experiencc gained in Andhra, 
Jndonesia and Japan will be pooled for application by 
‘Communists clsewhere.
